After this refusal, the For- 
eign Ri^lations Committee 
adopted t^ resolution for a 
new select committee, which 
had been offered by Senator 
&Ugene J. McCarthy, Democrat 
of Minnesota. ' 

Mr. Russell announced that 
he would fight the resolution. 
An expansion of the watchdog 
subcommittee, he asserted, will 
jeopardize security by increas- 
ing the danger of leaks. 

Senator Russell unquestion- 
ably bad the votes to defeat the 
resobitlon. But it *wns believed 
he might «l80 be embarrassed 
by the number of votes for the 
res<^UtioiL Furthermore, it was 
goierally agreed that Mr. Rus- 
sell might have to yield the 
next t^e a C.IA.. operation 
went iwry and arous^ con- 
troversy. 

In this ooiitext, Mr. Mansfield 
and others looked for a compro- 
mise* The one they favor would 
pnmde for the creation of t 
Foreign Relations subcommit 
/tee that would get regular 
I briefings from the director of 
theC.XA. 

The hitch in this compromise 
is that it requires the cooper- 
ation of the President to be 
irfftectlve. The Foreign. Rela- 
tions Committee has the power 
to set up its own watchdog 
subcommittee, but only the 
President can direct the CJ.A. 
to give the subcommittee the 
kind of information it now 
gives the Russell group. 

So far, President Johnson has 
shown no Inclination to help 
Senators Fulbright and Mans- 
field. 

Among those familiar with 
the way the Senate operates, 
not much credence Is ^ven to 
the.feara expressed by the Rus- 
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sell grxmp of security leaks. In-
